Washington—The tariff is to be re- 


vised by its friends rather than by 
its enemies. Honest protection and 
no changes where the present sched- 
ules are sufficiently high, will be the 
rule. 


k, ' This Is the tariff policy of Presi- 
' dent Hoover just expressed in a sig- 


nificant uterance by Representative 
Tilson of Connecticut, leader of the 
Republican party in the house of 
representatives and chairman of the 
all Important ways and means com- 
mittee which will frame the bill. 


For the first time the public has 


been given an authoritative explana- 
tion of what prompted the present 
movement to revise the tariff and a 
prediction of: what Is going to hap- 
pen. 


After sketching the situation that 


existed when the proponents of farm 
relief aided in passing the McMaster 
resolution la the senate to 
bring 


about a downward revision of the 
tarut, Mr. Tilson tells of the councils 
inside the party and the fact that "it 
was agreed that the only wise course 
to pursue was for the friends of the 
tariff to beat its enemies to H,. by 
sponsoring a revision by Its friends 
along protective lines instead of the 
opposite plane' proposed In' the Mc- 
Master resolution.' 


In a guarded way, Mr. Tilson 


serves notice on manufacturers that 
the forthcoming tariff 
revision is 


neither to be an orgy of • excessive 
protection nor a field day for special 
privilege. 


CAREFUL INVESTIGATION 


. "In the tariff 
hearings recently 


closed," he says, "the majority of 
those who appeared made It evident, 
whether they so intended or not, that 
a "very large share of the myriads of 
articles produced In this country are 
already reasonably protected and do 
not need additional duties. 
On the 


other hand many cases are clearly 
shown to the 
committee 
where 
. changed conditions have made chang- 
es necessary in the case of certain 
articles while other articles, produced 
by the same manufacturer perhaps 
needs nothing additional. 


"Without finally deciding the mat- 


ter before a thorough study of the 
vast mass of Information brought out 
during the hearings has been made, 
it is feared that some of those pre- 
senting their case before the commit- 
tee took counsel of their fears rath- 
er than of their necessities and in so 
doing asked for too much in order 
that they might the more securely 
enough, or at least, that they might 
not have taken away from them a 
portion of what they already have.." 


Mr. Tilson adds that he is a con- 


servative, and coming from Connect- 
icut it Is natural he should be, but 
that "some of those who appeared 
before the ways and means commit- 
tee went beyond' what he considers 
reasonable caution and "attempted to 
enter the realm of sure things even 
beyond what a Connecticut conserva- 
tive could justify." 


Mr. Tilson's close relationship with 


Mr. Hoover and the coincidence of 
the foregoing with privately express- 
ed views of the new president to his 
friends in congress leads to the con- 
viction that the Tilson expression is 
to be the- keynote of administration 
policy in tho extra session which is 
to be devoted to farm relief and tariff 
revision and that this might already 
be described In the significant words 
used by tho president in his call for 
an extra session; namely, "legislation 
for limited changes of the tariff."

Bureau Head Quits 
Doubt Cone's Confession In Culvert Case 


STORY FAILS 
TO DOVE-TAIL 
ATALL ANGLES 


Several Discrepancies Leave 


Officers in Doubt About 


His Veracity 


Janesville—OP)—District Attorney 


George Garrfgan Tuesday announced 
that he was "almost positive" the 
girl buried in a potter's field grave 
at Elkhorn, victim of a hammer slay- 
er, 'is not Mary Laverty" JanesvSlle 
domestic to whose slaying Robert 
Cone, reformatory inmate, confessed 
Sunday. 


The district attorney told the As- 


sociated Press Tuesday that this be- 
lief was based on the discrepancies 
disclosed 
in the 
story of 
Cone 


through 48 , hours of investigation, 
and the evidence that the culvert 
victim had 
perfect natural 
teeth 


while three persons, including the 
dentist who performed the work, 
positively stated Miss Laverty had 
a mouth full of false ones. 


"I am pretty well convinced that 


the girl buried at Elkhorn is not 
Mary Laverty." Garrigan said. "Cone 
may have killed a girl—he te the 
type who would. He has something 
on his mind— what it is we don't 
know, and unless I am convinced ho 
killed the girl we will not press a 
murder charge." 


Janesville—(IP)—The Elkhorn cul- 


vert murder mystery was enshroud- 
ed by doubt and discrepancies Tues- 
day as authorities checked the story 
of Robert Cone, 29, that he was the 
slayer.

.' ^"Whether Cone's .confession,..,to. the 
slaying of the "black -haired girl 
with perfect 
teeth" was Tantnie, 
authorities were unwilling to say. 
But investigation did reveal dis- 
crepanices in his story.. 


In it Cone declared that he had 


killed Mary Laverty, pretty black- 
haired Irish domestic of Janesville— 
"The girl with the perfect teeth"— 
on a highway in the shadow of a 
big house near Afton, a Rock-co 
Hamlet not far from Janesville in 
southern Wisconsin, on a night in 
June after she had informed him 
that she was about to become a 
mother and had asked him to marry 
her. 


That is Cono's story. Here are the 


discrepancies: 


1. The body found In the Elk- 


horn culvert, according to the testi- 
mony of two physicians contained a 
set of 
perfect human teeth, never 


touched by a dentist's instrument. 
These they said were deeply imbed- 
ded in the skull. 


HER TEETH EXTRACTED 


Dr. Clarence Sweeney, Evanston, 


111., physician, declared that he ex- 
tracted virtually every tooth from 
the mouth of Mary Laverty after 
she had come to Evanston to serve 
as a nursery maid in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Coyle, 'who cor- 
roborate the dentist's statement. To 
this is added the statement of Anna 
Broxmaier, a "Wilmette, 111., domestic, 
who came from Janesville with the 
Laverty girl, that she knew Mary 
had had dental work done. 


2. Cone stated that the girl had 


returned to Janesville about eight or 
nine weeks before the night of the 
alleged crime. 
There was no cor- 


roboration for this. 


3. The third apparent inconsis- 


tency in Cone's story is the state- 
ment that ho struck her twice over 
the head—on the right temple—with 
a hammer. 
Dr. Eldo T. Ridgway, 


one of the physicians who perform- 
ed the autopsy on the corpse found 
n the culvert, 
emphatically stated 


Senate Rejects Teasdale 


Bill On Labor Disputes 


Madison—(XP)— The state senate 


Tuesday rejected. 21 to 5, a measure 
which would have given the indus- 
trial commission extensive powers In 
the settleemnt of labor disputes. 


Introduced by 
Senator 
Howard 


Teasdale, Sparta, it 
provided that 


both labor and employer should no- 
tify the commission as soon as a 
strike Is impending. The commission 
would then send representatives to 
arbitrate. 
Penalties for failure to 


notify of an approaching labor dis- 
pute were contained in the bill. 


Senators who argued against the 


measure said both capital and labor 
opposed it. 
Teasdale was able to 


rally Senators Caldwell, Cashman 
Keppel and Roberts to its support. 


Final passage was voted by the 


senate for the Mehigan Boxing bill 
His measure provides there shall be 
a decision rendered in every boxing 
bout held in the state. Final dis- 
position of the bill Is up to the as- 
sembly. 


Senator Oscar Morris Is the author 


of a bill presented Tuesday to the 
senate which would repeal the law 
governing advertisements for labor 
by employers 
in factories 
where 


there are strikes. The law now re- 
quires that such 
labor advertise- 


tents shall state there is a strike 
on at the plant. 


The senate refused to .join with

Coach Walter Meanwell and George 
Little, director of athletics, on the 
ground that such resolutions have no 
place in legislative procedure.

Scientists Winter Puzzles 


Washington — (IP)— Frank H. H.| 


Roberts, jr., 
of 
the 
Bureau of 


American Ethnology, 
is spending 


the "winter —not merely a winter's 
evening — trying to solve a series 
of poettery puzzles which he 
col-, 


ected-last summer in southwestern 
Colorado. 


The fragments 
came from 
the 


ruins of wood and adobe dwellings 
occupied 1,500 to 2,000 years ago 
at the very dawn 
of the pueblo 


Indian culture. 
He has been able 


thus far to put together 250 pieces 
of pottery, ranging from children's 
:oys to useful cooking, eating and 
storage utensils four to 25 inches 
high and four to 17 inches 
wide. 


Like the woodworkers who can 


never fofteU" what hidden- beau- 
ties w\ll, tap .caused by ,the next 
sweep of'Ttos plane, Mr. Roberts is* 
constantly looking forward to 
un- 


coveglng the mysteries of primitive 
designs. 


No two of the designs~are-alike. 


That helps to dome extent in fitting 
the pieces- together," .but-, the ar- 
chaeologist has to place his chief 
reliance on the "feel" of the frag- 
ments, their texture, surface 
and 


thickness. 


They dhow, Mr. Roberts says, 


that the Indians who made 
them 


depended 
chiefly 
on gourds and 


other native 
vegations 
for their 


models, and that the potter's wheel 
was unknown to them. 


They made their pottery much as 


their predecessors, the basketmak- 
ers, constructed the baskets which 
characterized 
the earlier 
culture. 


Rolling- out lengths 
of moist clay 


between their 
hands, 
they colled 


them round 
and round into 
the 


shapes desired, smoothed the sur- 
faces, decorated 
them, -and baked 


the vessels in crude but effective 
kilns. 
' 


In later periods, the outer 
sur- 


faces were left unsmoothed. This 
was done, Mr. Roberts believes, to 
present the greatest possible heat- 
ing surface to the fire. Whether 
the Indians 
actually 
thought 
of 


that, however, or were merely lazy, 
he concedes, remains one of the 
mysteries of the past which 
has 


not definitely been solved.

LEADING TO WARY 


BUYING OF WOOL 


Factories Flood Market if 


They Run Above 70 Per 


* Cent of Capacity.

New York — "With the schearers 


just commencing to work their way 
north from Arizona and the Texas- 
Mexican border, the outlook for raw 
wool this season is not particularly 
impressive. 


Stocks on hand are anything but 


heavy but the consumers arc ready 
to flutter away whenever a seller 
comes in sight. In the main sheep- 


herds came through the winter in 
fine- shape and the clips seem likely 
to be heavy. In fact, production is 
expected 
to bo decidedly 
heavier 


than in 192S. ' 


Prices are far lower, however, 


than at this time last year. More- 
over, theio was then considerably 
more contracting for unshorn clips 
than has been tho case this season. 
The western wool men have been 
clamoring before the House "Ways 
and Means committee for an in- 
crease in tarrifs on imported wool 
but even if some such 
measure 


should be granted, it is unlikely that 
it would go Into effect soon enough 
to help the growers much this sea- 
son. 


DEMAND TOO LIGHT 


The real trouble lies in the situa- 


tion of the woolen manufacturers. 
Those who depend largely on what 
are known as staple goods are 
in 


anything but a bright position. They 
find themselves on the horns of a 
dilemma. Most of them cannot make 
money unless they can operate at 
approximately 85 to 90 per cent of 
capacity. If they turn out goods at 
the rate of 80 to 90 per cent of 
capacity they are sure to swamp the 
market. For despite the fact that 
some companies have been liquidat- 
ed and some mills scrapped the mill 
capacity of the industry Is still at 
least 25 per cent heavier than con- 
sumption demands. 


It is likely, according to the wool 


statisticians that most plants will 
not operate at above 70 per cent. 
This will cut down the amount of 
wool used. 


For a time during and after the 


•war there was a seller's market. 
Manufacturers did not have to rush 
after business. They accepted rath- 
er with the feeling that they were 
doing the buyers a favor. Even the 
poorly managed mills found it easy 
to make profits and margins were 
so wide that strict cost accounting 
was overlooked. Now that salesman- 
ship in one of the big essentials of 
the business and that every penny 
must be saved that can be saved, 
they find it difficult to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions. 


Many efficiency engineers have 


recommended

• What is the biggest industry in this 
country? Home-making. Anyone who 
doubts that the American home is our 
most important business enterprise 
need only consider the economic facts. 
There are 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 
homes. There is more capital invested 
in them than in anything else. There 
are more employers than in any other 
industry, and probably more employes. 


Yet little thought has been given to 


the industrial problems involved. That 
is, they have not been studied as other 
industrial problems have been, scien- 
tifically, by experts. House-mistresses 
of .course study their own problems 
pretty hard. But on the whole, they do 
not seem to get very far. 


In no other field is the master-and- 


servant problem—in this case the mis- 
trcss-and-servant-problem—more diffi- 
cult. The Women's bureau of the De- 
partment of Labor has been studying 
it," along with the Y. W. C. A., the U. 
S.' Bureau of Home Economics and 
other organizations, and has made 
enough progress to offer a few sugges- 
tions.

ELIMINATING GRADE 


CROSSINGS 


The cry continues for the elimina- 


tion of grade crossings. The intersec- 
tion of motor highway with railroad or 
street car track remains the greatest 
peril of modern traffic. 
Signals and 


watchmen and gates air help. But the 
only way promising certain safety at 
such crossings is to change the grade 
of road and track, running one over or 
under the other. And this is extreme- 
ly expensive. Wherefore improvement 
is discouragingly slow. 


There is, however, one way in which 


the evil can be reduced at less cost. 


•> 
This is, by reducing the number of 
crossings. Usually in and near cities 
there are more thoroughfares crossing 
the dangerous tracks than are needed 
for the traffic. There is seldom any 
good reason why a long series of par- 
allel streets should run across a rail- 
road right of way one after another, as 
they often do. It might be better, in 
many cases, to close most of the streets 
and run the rest under or over the 
railroad. The same idea might be ap- 
plied to suburbs. 
The added safety 


should make up for the slight loss in 
convenience. 


SUBMARINES FOR DEFENSE 
Recent naval maneuvers at Panama 


are said to have proved the value of 
submarines. Both the Black and Blue 
fleets had such craft, though in order 
to minimize the chance of underwater 
collision only the defensive forces used 
them near the canal. The theoretical 
attacks of these submarines were pro- 
nounced very effective. 
Presumably 


they would have sunk the battleships 
closing in for a long-range bombard- 
ment of the locks. 
It is concluded by 


the strategy experts that both sides of 
the canal can be adequately protected 
by such craft, aided by adequate mine 
fields. That is,, protected from all at- 
tacks except by airplane fleets. That is 
another problem.

American people have never liked 
them and our government has been 
willing to give them up entirely when- 
ever other powers would agree to do 
likewise. But it is agreed by our ex- 
perts that as long as such vessels, per- 
ilous to their own crews and inhumane 
to the enemy, are used at all, we had 
better keep them at least for such de- 
fensive purposes as protecting our im- 
portant harbors and waterways.

GRANT'S APPOINTMENT 


At the beginning of the year 1864 four great 


battles—Fort Donclson, Shiloh, Vicksburg and 
Chattanooga—had turned the tide of the Civil 
War in favor of the North. All of thorn had been 
won under the leadership' of General U. S. Grant. 
They were, m effect, disastrous blows to the 
south's left flank, but its right flank—in Virginia 
—still held its ground. 


At this point, just 65 years ago today. General 


Grant's success in the west was recognized, by 
his appointment as commandcr-in-chief of the 
entire Union armies. Grant's first move i\as to 
forsake his original plan of trying to lead his 
western army to Atlanta and the sea. Instead, 
he assumed personal charge of the army of the 
Potomac. Then a ponderous march of united fed- 
eral forces began against the south. 


The appointment of Grant to supreme com- 


mand of the federal armies crowned the military 
career of a man who entered West Point against 
his will, and •uho admitted in his writings thai 
military life was distasteful to him.

PHOSPHORUS IS 


NEEDED BY BARLEY 


Crop Shows Decided Prefer- 


ence for This Type- of 
Fertilizer 


Madison — Barley, as grown in 


Wisconsin, is showing a decided pre- 
ference for certain fertilizers, re- 
ports C. J. Chapman, member of the 
soils department of the state uni- 
versity. 
Invariably, it needs phosphorus, he 
says. The type of fertilizer which 
has proved most profitable is sup- 
erphosphate, and it is applied on 
heavy and sandy soils, as well as 
on muck and peat soils. In addition, 
heavy soils, whicli have been heavily 
cropped without the application of 
stable manure, will require potash. 


A very satisfactory combination of 


the phosporus and potash is a mix- 
ture of an O 16-8 analysis. It should 
be applied at the rate of 400 pounds 
an acre on silt loam soils where 
manure has not been used free- 
ly. 


Although complete fertilizers, con- 


taining nitrogen m addition to phos- 
phorus and potash, are occasionally 
recommended for barley, Chapman 
does not feel that they are necessary 
in the state. Instead of purchasing 
nitrogen fertilizers, he would put 
the money into phosperus and pot- 
ash, and indirectly increase the nit- 
rogen reserves in the soil by grow- 
ing clovers and alfalfa. 


Among Wisconsin small grains, 


barley at present enjoys a most fa- 
vorable position, for farmers gener- 
ally are just getting acquainted with 
its merits.

WORTH OF BOVINE 
U TESTS PROVED 


Result of Work Shows That 


Large Areas Can Be Kept 
Free of Disease 


BY BASCOM N. TIMMOXS 


Washington, D. C.—The record of 


nine counties in Wisconsin which 
were freed of bovine tuberculosis 
three years ago has been cited by the 
Department of Agricu''uro as evi- 
dence that large are~s can be kept 
practically free of the disease. 


When the cattle in these counties 


were first tested, the 
department 


states, tho average degree of in- 
fection was about 1 per cent. The 
removal oC reactors and a^so sub- 
sequent testing reduced the degree 
of infection to less than one-half 
of 1 per cent and made possible 
the official recognition of the nine 
counties 
as 
"modified-accredited 
area," for p. period of three years. 


During the last few months, it is 


pointed out, testing approximately 
118,000 cattle in these nine counties 
showed the average degree of infec- 
tion to be only about one-tenth of 
1 per cent, and the area was re- 
accredited for another 3-year period. 


The results of this extensive re- 


test, officials of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry of the Department 
declare, 
show 
conclusively 
that 


large areas containing large num- 
bers of cattle can be maintained 
comparatively free from bovine tub- 
erculosis. 
The counties are in a 


group, with ono exception, which 
is an advantage to all cattle owners 
in the area, as it is unnecessary to 
have so many quarantine restric- 
tions. The greatest asset resulting 
from the work, however, is the fact 
that the disease has been practically 
eradicated from the area, thus elim- 
inating economic losses from that 
source and also danger to the pub- 
lic. 


COD LIVER OIL BEST 


IF MIXED WITH FEED 


BY W. K. WIXSEY 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 


ture in a recent report rtatcs that 
many of tho cod lixcr oil prepara- 
tions now on the market are of little 
\alue as feeds and that sunlight and 
oxgen cause the disappearance of 
vitamin A from good cod liver oil. 


"The wise feeder who wants to 


get the full benefit of feeding cod 
liver oil will buy His oil and mix it 
with his feed 33 the feed is used 
and thereby prevent any appreciable 
loss of vitamin A," says the state- 
ment. 


Even if cod liver oil contains the 


usual supply of vitamin A, it 
Is 


more apt to lose the vitamin 
from 


long standing in mixed preparations 
exposed to sunlight and oxvgen than 
in cases, vhere it is freshly mixed 
with the feed on the farm. 


As cod liver oil is put up in cans, 


it is not liable to deterioration and 
if it is good when it 
leaves the 


manufacturing plant, th» supposi- 
tion is that it will jus. as good 
when it reaches the farm 
and ia 


mixed with the feed.

NEEDED BY PIGS 


Animals Should Be Fed Pro- 


perly 
Before They Are 


Born, Expert Points Out

Feeding pigs the proper quantity 


regularly of a well balanced ration 
is one of the essential duties of the 
successful breeder 
of hogs, In the 


opinion of specialists and farmers of 
experience. 


"Start feeding the pig properly be- 


fore it is born," is the advice of Dr. 
John Evvard, Iowa Agricultural Ex- 
periment station, 
to farmers who 


want an early market with spring 
piss. 


"The 'Trinity* mixture, consisting 


of 5Q parts of tankage, 23 parts lin- 
seed meal. 05 parts alfalfa meal," he 
suggested, "is an excellent ration to 
i>e fed to a brood sow a month or 
two before the pigs arc born, when 
90 per cent of the dry weight of the 
little pigs is being produced. 


"Close to one-half pound per head 


of this mixture may be fed daily, no 
allow-ance being1 made for age. The 
supplementary requirements ofsow-s 
of different ases 
being about the 


same. The amount of corn should be 
varied according to 
the 
require- 


ments of the pig. 


"Feeding oats docs not lessen the 


difficulties of farrowing time, as a 
sreat many farmers believe. Oats 
alone are not sufficient to supply the 
deficiencies of corn, and some pro- 
tein Mipnlonr'nt lik« Jin">c'l mca! is 
needed at this time to balance a corn 
ration." 


SPORE-FORMER CAUSES 


DISEASE OF POTATOES 


WashinRfon—(/P)—Another scien- 


tific hypothesis lias been cast aside 
as the result of investigations by 
Philip Brierley, an assistant federal 
pathologist, who has shown that a 
spore-forming bacillus may be the 
cause of plant disease. 


From a cream-colored rotted po- 


tato, Brierley obtained an organ- 
ism which has proved to be a viru- 
lent parasite of potatoes and which 
forms spores roadily and abundant- 
ly. The organism has been known 
to occur on the surface of potatoes, 
but the disease caused by the spore- 
former could not be produced on any 
other plant or on any pnrt of the 
potato other than the tuber. 


Tho va*t majority of baeteria at- 


tacking plants do not form spores 
and this has led to the Idea that no 
fcpore-formcr could bo a pl<uit para- 
site,

Fis>li, "sea-food," is one

most extensive natural sources of 
food. This includes shell fish as well 
as just "fish" and the abundance 
is so vailed that meals need never 
become monotonous. 


Like meat, all varieties of fl&h are 


rich in protein and contain vari 
able amounts of vitamins A and B, 
essential to human 
growth 
and 


health. Sea fish contains iodine in 
variable amounts. Iodine is recogniz- 
ed as a regulator of thyroid activit- 
ies and thus a preventative of goi- 
ter. 
, 


SAUCE IS IMPORTANT 


Fish is an excellent food for chil- 


dren and one which can easily be 
served at the family table, for if 
dults must have a highly seasoned 
ish this can be supplied by the 
•sauce which should be served separ- 
tely without detriment to the per- 
ectly and simply cooked fish. 


If you want your family to really 
ke fish be sure to select a good 
uality, remove bones before serving 
nd use great care in cooking. 
Keep in mind that fish are "sea- 
onable" just like fruits and veget- 
bles and choose a kind that is in 
eason and abundant it° economy Is 
factor. 
In selecting fresh fish look 
for 


hose points; bright eyes, bulging 
nd clear; gills bright red In color: 
km bright and shiny; flesh firm and 
lastic. The fish sinks when put in- 
o water. 


The dealer should always scale, 


ilean and bone the fish for you. 


The variety of fish chosen usual- 


y determines the method of cooking 
With the exception of large fish that 
ire \vanted served whole for some 
special reason, broiling seems to be 
he ideal way of cooking all fish. But 
for variety's' sake there are" other 
practical ways of cooking "particV 
or kinds of fish.

HOW TO BAKE FISH | 


is a commendable metli1- 


od, for it. too, retains the best qual- 
ties of the flavor and the value of 
the fish itself, prevents fish-cooking 
odors from invading the house and 
requires less watching than broiling 
Preheat the oven, lay the fish or 
an oiled baking sheet 
or 
platter 


brush with melted fat, season and 
bake 45 minutes for a fish weighing 
three to four" pounds. Do not add wa- 
ter and have the oven hot. from 400 
to 450 degrees Fahrenheit. A. fat or

Senator Botdt Thinks Wis- 


consin Would Get More 
Return for Its Money 


MaOisou^W>>—Would the state of 


Wisconsin get more return for its 
money if it paid the actual expenses 
of its lawmakers instead of giving 
them a fixed compensation. 


Senator Herban E. Boldt, Sheboy- 


gan Falls, chairman of the legisla- 
ture's joint finance committee, be- 
lieves it would. 


Under the plan advanced informal- 


ly by Senator Boldt, he would have 
the state run a restaurant during 
the session. Senators and assembly- 
men would be served their meals at 
state expense. 


Senator Boldt would also have the 


state pay for hotel rooms occupied 
by the lawmakers 
during1 the ses- 


sion. Under the present arrangement 
of paying each member $500 for his 
two-year term, there is a disparity 
in the financial outlay of various 
members, according to Boldt. 


Those who represent the northern 


part of the state 
are compelled to 


stay 
in 
Madison 
continuously 


throughout the long session, pay- 
ing for meals and hotel rooms sev- 
en days a week. Members represent- 
ing regions near Madison can go 
home each night, returning the fol- 
lowing morning. Those1 who live in 
Milwaukee can leave 
their homes 


Tuesday morning and depart from 
Madison Friday afternoon, thus in- 
curring hotel 
bills for only three 


nights, besides being able to attend 
own business duties in their home 
city. 


He argues it would be more fair 


to give the most money to those 
who Incur the greatest expense, thus 
placing each legislator 
on a co'st 


basis. Although such a., plan might 
mean a larger financial outlay, Sen-

a session for a 


private oftlce. Opponents of the mea- 
sure charged it was a ruse to get 
the state to pay xhotel expenses of 
legislators.

Kach had a 
kit of tin utensils from which to eat 
The refuse was thrown overboard 
and the passenger had to clean the 
utensils for the ne.\t meal. All the 
women were segregated in one com- 
partment of the ship, separate from 


e male passengers, and the first 


evening out from port, each immi- 
grant was given a donkey breakfast 
—an armful of hay for a bed. There 
were only crude sanitary facilities 
and social halls and t>moke rooms 
were never even dreamed of. 


Today the third class passenger 


has a bed with clean linens, rooms 
with berths, dining room, smoking 
room and social hall, a library and 
baths. 


After her career as a. transport the 


America 
was taken 
over by the 


United States Shipping Board and 
allocated to an organization that fail- 
ed after a short perior of operation.

little moie than thiic \ears ago. 


In February of last year it .igain 


fell to my lot to return to the Amer- 
ica but this timp as Captain, a pio- 
motion that thrilled me, for 1 regard 
the Amenca as a line laige digniii*>d 
command. She ha.s the mo.st luxuri- 
ous captain's quaiters I have' ever 
seen on shipboard and Is without 
question one of the finest cabin liners' 
in the North Atlantic .service. It was 
completely reconditioned just prior 
to the'tim« I wa-j masaigned to her. 


Taking command of a. passenger 


liner gave me an additional responsi- 
bility in a social way, to which I was 
unaccustomed as captain of my firs; 
ship during tho war—the Zuiderdijk". 
On a paFsenger vessel there arc also 
more obligations. My cabin is al- 
ways open, day and night, to an> 
passenger. I want them all to feel 
they can come to me if the occasion 
aiises. 
I have "usually found 
tne 


traveler very considerate and onjy 
in rare instances does he come to mo 
with a complaint. These are usually 
of a minor character and can be ad- 
justed by department heads on ship- 
board.

The appearance of the captain on 


the decks or at his table in the din- 
ing salon invariably starts a barrago 
of questions from the passengers. As 
soon as -we pull in the lines I am ask- 
ed "What kind of weather will we 
have on the trip and when will we 
arriie?"

storms more than the men but they 
frequently confide in me that they 
would like to see what a real storm Is 
like just for a few minutes.

Gentlemen:—As chairman of the 
Outagamie County 
Board and upon your authority I have atlended the Wis- 
consin County Convention at Madison on Feb. 13th, 14 and 
15th, 1929, and wish to make the following report:— 


Tho Mothers Pension Law was thoroughly discussed 
and there Is at present a bill before the Legislature appro- 
priating $500.00 for the purpose of paying 33 1-3% of the 
County's expenditure for Mothers Pension, where at the 
present time the county receives but one per cent: this 
bill seems to have considerable support by the Legisla- 
ture and a resolution requesting its passage was adopted. 


The Highway Laws were also discussed and Mr. W. 
C. Buetow. State Highway Engineer addressed the con- 
vention, and presented the following figures: To date, ap- 
proximately $60,000.000 have been spent by counties for 
highway construclion, 47 counlies of ihe 71 have floated 
bond Issues for roads in their respective counties. 2G 
counties are at present retiring their highway bonds from 
stato appropriations. §18,000.000 was expended by the 
Wis. Highway Commission for State Highways, but of 
this amount only $8.000,000 was under direct control of 
the Wisconsin Highway Commission, the balance was al- 
lotcd to counties and as set up by statute. 4S county 
boards have voted in favor of the 3000 mile hard surface 
road program and S against, the balance have not signi- 
fied their intention. Outagamle County being one of the 
latter. For the year 1928 there were approximately 8000 
automobiles licensed. atJwn average fee of $14.00 each, 
nml Hip "c £n? tax produced about **>,5<M,000. The re- 
duced nuto license fee which is proposed would rcdace 
this inconi- about $3.000.000. but more revenue would be 
obtained from tho increased gas tax. The average cost 
per mile of 20' width concrete for 1928 was about $21,400, 
this, however, did not Include ditching and grading.

The management of every county home, asylum for 
the chronic Insane, tuberculosis hospital or sanatorium— 
established by a county -whose population is less than two 
hundred and fifty thousand, shall be controlled and di- 
rected, subject to regulations approved by the county 
board, bv a board of trustees composed of three electors of 
the county, elected by ballot by the county board. Any 
vacancy in the board of trustees shall be filled for thft 
unexpired term, at any meeting of the county board; but 
the county chairman may appoint a trustee to filf such 
vacancy until such action by the county board. 


(2) No member of the county board shall jserve as such 
trustee during the term for which he was elected. No 
such trustee shall have any other lucrative office or em- 
ployment in the county government; nor be eligible, dur- 
ing the term for which he was elected. tQ the office of 
superintendent of the institution in his charge. 
•State v& Jones 130 Wis. 572 holds "if one office was 
superior to the olher In some of its principal or important 
duties so that the exercise of such duties might conflict 
to the public detriment, with the'exercise of other impor- 
tant duties in the subordinate office, then the offices are 
incompatible."'

Dear Sir:—Tou have asked for an opinion regarding 
th« authority of town officers over dogs. This subject is 
covered by Chapter 174. 
Section 17-1.01 provides that any dog which is known to 


b« affected with hydrophobia may be killed by any per- 
son. Any dog that assaults or attacks any person out of 
the enclosure of the owner or any dog: that worries or 
•wounds any domestic animal may be killed. The above 
refers to dogs whether they are licensed or unlicensed. 
Aside from the question of killing such dogs, the own- 
ers are liable for civil damages to tho person damaged 
thereby. 
Section 174.05 makes it the duty of every owner to se- 
cure a license for his dog before the first day of February. 
Section 174.06 provides for the listing o£ dogs by the 
assessor. 
Section 174.10 refers to what may be done In case the 


crwner falls and refuses to secure a license for his dog. 
This subject is fully covered in a letter Dated September 
17th. 1927. addressed to constable, Arthur Shepard, a 
copy of which is hereto attached. (Original on file in 
clerk's office) 
It is the duty of the town treasurer and the town board 
to enforce collection of the dog license moneys. 
They 


may Instruct the constable to seize and dispose of the 
dog find pay him ?2.00 for each dog disposed of, cut of the 
general fund. They may also summon the owner of the 
do? Into court where hi may be fined not less than $5.00 
and no more than J50.00 as is provided in sub-section 4 
of section 174.10.

Garden In Spring Time

There is a natural urge to clean 


up the place in the spring and it is 
all right to do so providing we know 
what to do and what to leave un- 
done. Both are important. The win- 
ter always leaves a certain amount 
of refuse around and In the flower 
borders there is generally more or 
less dead material 
from last year. 


All of this must be cleaned out. Be 
careful in working in the borders 


not to injure the new growth that is 
coming up. In many cases it is bet- 
ter to remove than rake it off. In 
the hardy border there are frequent- 
ly many self-sown seedlings that one 
does not wish to injure. As soon as 
these are large enough to move they 
may be transplanted. 


Do not rake the leaves from the 


shrubbery borders. 
They make a 


natural mulch and rot quickly add- 
ing their bit of humas to the soil. 
As a general rule it Is not neces- 
sary to do any cultivating around 
the shrubs. A good mulch is much 
better, as it conserves the moisture, 
keeps the soil cool and protects the 
fine rootlets that are near the sur- 
face.
